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Ongoing battle with county 
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The on-going battle between the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
(WCRC), City of Romulus, Romulus 
Community School District and 
residents of the community will con- 
tinue on into the new year as litigants in 
the suit to halt expansion of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport prepare to plead 
their cases in court respective. 

But, as reported in The Romulus 
Roman in March, Romulus Mayor 
Terry Trout t declared “war’* on the 
WCRC charging it with irresponsibility 
in its condemnation of land for ex- 
pansion of the airport. 

Troutt particularly criticized the 
trend to purchase land for holding 
ponds for storm drainage run-off. 

Later in the month, in a mass 
meeting at the Romulus City Hall, 
hundreds of city residents denounced 
the means the WCRC used to purchase 
land. 

By mid-month Troutt held a meeting 
with the road commission and heard 
its members claim they followed all 
guidelines required by the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) to 
purchase land. 

However, the mayor charged 
property appraised at more than 
$20,000 has been purchased by the 


WCRC at half the cost by intimidating 
property owners. 

Attorneys in Romulus also began 
their attempt to halt condemnation 
proceedings by the WCRC on property 
to be purchased for the expansion. 

By April the campaign against fur- 
ther expansion of the airport without a 
show cause procedure was carried to 
the federal level. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt made 
arrangements to meet with 
representatives of the FAA before the 
WCRC could seize more of Romulus’ 
land in the name of “progress.” 

A FAA spokesman that month said 
his agency would investigate 
allegations of misuse of federal airport 
acquisition funds by the WCRC. The 
chief of the Michigan office of the FAA 
promised that the agency would un- 
dertake an independent investigation of 
the mayor’s claim that Romulus 
residents were victimized by the road 
commission. 

By June it appeared as though 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport would be 
expanded regardless of what Romulus 
officials did. 

Troutt took steps to insure the ex- 
pansion of the airport into ao in- 
ternational jet facility progressed with 


some city guidance so that it would 
benefit more than harm the com- 
munity. 

Congress also passed a $15.5 million 
grant for improvement of the airport, 
including construction of new taxiways, 
land acquisition and the relocation of 
Eureka Road to allow expansion of one 
airport runway. 

The WCRC then requested bids for 
construction of a $33.1 million runway 
at the airport following congressional 
approval of the grant. 

Construction on the runway, to ex- 
tend 10,000 feet to Eureka Road was to 
begin in July, according to a WCRC 
spokesman. 

In July the Romulus Homeowners 
Association, seeking to halt the 


proposed runway expansion program, 
received word that the Romulus City 
Council legally can contribute funds to 
a lawsuit seeking an injunction against 
the development. 

Within 20 days of that announcement 
a court injunction was expected to be 
granted against the runway expansion. 

California Attorney Jerrold A. 
Fadem, representing the city faction of 
the expansion controversy seeking to 
halt the expansion program at the 
airport, reportedly would file for an 
injunction in Wayne County Circuit 
Court. 

By the end of July a 39-page report 
sent to the FAA by Troutt outlined 
alleged financial losses incurred by the 
city and its residents for the continued 


War on crime gets success tag 


It took almost a year before the effect 
was visible, but for residents in the City 
of Romulus, improvement in law en- 
forcement in the community proved to 
be a success. 

A crackdown began in May on young 
rowdies in the southeastern section of 
Romulus. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt ordered of- 
ficers of the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Road Patrol to be on the lookout for 
teen-aged and young adult rowdies who 
had been plagueing the Meadows 
Subdivision near Eureka and Mid- 
dQebelt roads. Citizens came to the 
council meeting recently, reporting 
fights, rock throwing incidents and 
destruction of property in that area. 

A concerted effort by a team of four 
sheriffs detectives, with assistance 
from the Taylor Police Department, 
began to trim crime in Romulus’ 
Meadows Subdivision. 

According to Troutt, the officers 
produced 23 arrests, related to crimes 
that plagued residents in the 
development, during less than one 
month of investigation. 

In June the Sheriff’s Department 
planned to assign three of its deputies to 
special duty in Romulus in an effort to 
cope with the city’s criminal and 
juvenile problems. 

According to Troutt, negotiations for 
the three officers were nearing com- 
pletion at that time. 

An allocation of $112,000 had been 
included in the budget to handle the 
police trio. 

By July the three additional 


sherriff s deputies sought by the City of 
Rumulus to beef up law enforcement in 
the city began their patrol duties in the 
city. 

And by October Romulus city and law 
enforcement officials boasted that 
while the rest of the nation was ex- 
periencing a rise in burglary instances, 
Romulus’ increase is holding at zero. 

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
statistics showed Romulus’ burglary 
rate had dropped in the last three 
months. 

But the city also had some gloomy 
news when it realized that it could no 
longer afford <to cover the financial 
deficiet for the 34th District Court. 

Because of what he called 
“inadequate housing" for the two 34th 
District Court judges, Romulus Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt appealed to the City of 
Belleville and the townships of Van 


Buren, Sumpter and Huron for “joint or 
mutual support" of the court. 

The governmental heads of the five 
municipalities within the District Court 
confines huddled in December in an 
attempt to reach an accord on the 
future funding of the court. 

But a plea by Troutt to the five 
communities for financial help for the 
operation of the 34th District Court 
drew little sympathy. 

His cry for help resulted in no 
monetary committments from the 
communities and even less hope for the 
future. 

Despite those problems in 1974 the 
city administration set out to get its fair 
share of state and federal money. 

In June several Romulus officials 
met with Wayne County represen- 
tatives in an effort to get the city’s 
share of funds under the federal 


government’s Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act. 

The county is administrator of the 
$1.8 million program for area allocation 
which would allow cities to hire and 
train new employees with the funds. 

A replacement lor the old Emergency 
Employment Act, Romulus received 
$52,000 under the new program and 
may be in line for additional funds, 
based on its unemployment rate. 

City officials found that the city’s 
allotment of federal revenue sharing 
funds was just what they needed to 
expand the fledgling recreational 
program in the city. 

Armed with $409,042 in funds from the 
federal government for fiscal 1974-75, 
the city developed two park sites in the 
city. Some $182,000 has been set aside to 
finance work in the Henry Ruff-Ecorse 
area and at the Merriman Elementary 
School. 

Romulus was to get $154,000 in 
federal funds to be used for urban 
renewal, senior citizens housing or to 
develop the city’s park system. 

And in November, the Romulus City 
Council reacted favorably to a proposal 
by Troutt to hire a person solely 
responsible for obtaining as many 
federal grant dollars as possible for the 
city. 

Striving to obtain as much county, 
state and federal grant money as 
possible for the city comprised the 
duties of Romulus’ newly-appointed 
community assistance director.

expansion of Metro Airport. 

The report affixed a $7,659,900 figure 
on those losses. 

The Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
expansion controversy, also played a 
leading role in the primary campaign of 
three area Democrats seeking their 
party’s nomination in the race for the 
26th District post on the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners. 

And by mid-August, a motion filed by 
WCRC officials to dismiss a lawsuit, 
filed by the City of Romulus, to halt at 
least temporarily a runway expansion 
at the Detroit Metropolitan Airport was 
delayed until Aug. 24 by the U.S. 
District Court. 

In September District Court officials 
in Detroit estimated that it might be “a 
couple more months" before a hearing 
date would be set on the airport case 
brought by Romulus. 

But by early this month Romulus city 
and school district officials, whose 
gov" -nmental bodies are footing the bill 
for i je 6-month-old lawsuit against 
runway expansion at Metropolitan 
Airport, said they had been over-billed 
by their attorney, Jerrold Fadem from 
California. 

Each said the amount was about 
$6,500. 


The ongoing legal battle over the 
runway expansion project at the Air- 
port will face its stiffest test Jan. 6, 
when the Romulus plaintiffs enter a 
motion for a preliminary injunction 
against the construction. 

Although the City of Romulus and 
Board of Education say they cannot 
spend more than $7,500 each before 
next July 1 on their lawsuit to stop a 
runway construction project, their 
attorney anticipates spending much 
more than that. 

The date will mark the beginning of 
what is anticipated by court officials to 
be the final week of the temporary 
injunction process and will precede a 
later trial to determine if a permanent 
injunction — or halt — will be clamped 
on the runway construction. 

In a problem also involving the 
airport, a herd of 30 or more deer is 
roaming its southern fringes while the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
continues to search for the best way to 
get rid of them. 

Bowing to public pressure and sen- 
timent, the WCRC consented to allow 
Detroit Zoo employees to try their hand 
at capturing a herd of deer at Detroit' 
Metropolitan Airport, which will be 
released elsewhere.

Romulus logs progress in paving, lighting 


Paving, a drainage system and 
lighting, along with continued growth of 
the city’s recreation programs marked 
the year-long history of Romulus as it 
continued to make progress. 

In February Mayor Ten*y Troutt 
proposed that the city look into a joint 
storm drain program with Huron 
Township to divert Romulus’ storm 
flow directly to the Huron River rather 
than allow it to be carried in four large 
drains to the Detroit River. 

Troutt estimated that the savings on 
the plan, and the improved drainage it 
would provide, would allow the city to 
withdraw from the Wayne County drain 
plan and operate its own drainage 
system. 

Later that month the city’s massive 
storm drain improvement program 
bogged down in discussions over 
payment of a $60,000 engineering study 
to test its feasibility. 

Romulus would pay part of the study 
fee, while the Wayne County Road 
Commission, which operates Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, and Huron 
Township were expected to split the 
remaining funds. 

Huron representatives balked at 
paying their share, however 


Some members of the Huron 
Township Board of Trustees believed 
the township was not ready for a 
massive storm sewer program 

The Wayne County Road Commission 
(WCRC) later agreed to pay its share, 
$60,000, needed for a study of Romulus 
and Huron drainage characteristics. 

And talk of building a new storm 
drain in Romulus “couldn’t have come 
at a better time,” according to Troutt. 
Complaints were coming in at 100 per 
week about the ditches in the city in 
March. 

The WCRC also agreed to work with 
Romulus on the study of the feasibility 
of a massive storm drain system in the 
community. 

Federal and state drain and en- 
vironmental officials in September met 
with Romulus and other area officials 
to begin study of the feasibility and 
environmental impact of construction 
of a large volume storm drain in the 
Romulus-Huron Township area 

In January despite what might have 
turned out to be a shortage of asphalt, 
Troutt ordered the city to proceed with 
plans to pave more than 20 miles of the 
city’s roads. 

Troutt intended to use some of the 
city's returns from gas and weight tax 


revenues and surplus money in the 
city’s road fund to pay for the project. 

After determining that asphalt would 
be in good supply, the city’s engineer 
and the head of the Department of 
Public Works (DPW) were ordered to 
proceed with a survey of more than 100 
miles of city streets to see which are 
most in need of immediate paving 

Cost of the project was estimated as 
high as $3 4 million. 

In February Troutt trimmed 
estimates on the city's road paving 
program to $2 million, and recom- 
mended that the city appropriate 
$500,000 in surplus funds to match $1.5 
million of the motor vehicle highway 
fund allocation in the project. 

About 20 miles of city streets will be 
hard-surfaced with asphalt. 

Asphalt bids were estimated to come 
in high, but the city hoped to complete 
paving this year. 

Roads involved in the program were 
expected to last 15 years 

Engineering work was underway on 
road paving program in April The 
engineering firm set June l as a ten- 
tative deadline for finishing the 
engineering The city then set a ten- 
tative July deadline for letting bids on 
the project. 


The 20 miles of gravel roads in 
Romulus to receive a blanket of 
blacktop would ease the city’s 
reputation of having some of the worst 
roads in Western Wayne County. 

The paving program was to be 
financed by a $1,515,000 bond issue after 
bid taking. 

City officials were awaiting word on a 
Wayne County decision on awarding a 
$10,000 grant to the city to facilitate the 
installation of lights along Beverly and 
Henry Ruff Roads — “dumping 
grounds’’ for bodies of persons mur- 
dered elsewhere at mid-year. 

According to police, several bodies 
had been dumped in the vicinity during 
the past two years. 

By October the installation of street 
lights along the roads in Romulus were 
almost certain, according to Wayne 
County Commissioner Edgar L. Harris 
(D-26th District), even though the 
county hadn’t decided how it would foot 
its share of the bill. 

By mid-month a subcommittee of the 
Wayne County Board of Commissioners 
put its stamp of approval on granting 
$10,000 to the City of Romulus as the 
county’s share of the street lighting 
cost 


Only another approval by the 
county’s powerful Ways and Means 
Committee was needed now to finalize 
the grant. 

Also in the realm of lighting Romulus 
officials embarked on a “Project Lets 
Light the Way’’ to obtain funds to 
finance the lighting of the softball field 
in Elmer Johnson Park and the football 
field at Romulus Senior High School in 
February. 

Project organizer Melvin Morgan, a 
local businessman, set $100,000 as a 
goal for collections 

The Romulus Progressive Club, 
which financed the purchase of Johnson 
Park and had it named after their 
charter president, donated the first 
$17,000 to the campaign 

Late in February tickets were being 
sold at $10 apiece for a “Project Lets 
Light the Way Ball” in Romulus 

Morgan hoped to raise $10,000 in the 
effort 

The ball attracted more than 350 
people and enough money was raised to 
sign the lighting contract for Johnson 
Park 

Romulus officials met with staff 
members of the Romulus School 


District early in the year to discuss the 
possible purchase of the back half of the 
Merriman Elementary School site for 
an added boost to the recreation 
program 

The land would be used to provide 
residents in southern Romulus with a 
park site 

Troutt later released plans to con- 
struct a ball diamond, tennis courts, a 
shuffle board, pavilion, basketball 
court, and toilet facilities on the park 
site at the school 

In June Romulus began negotiating 
with a property owner for a parcel of 
land on Cogswell Road between 
Wabash and Superior as a future park 
site, adding to the growing list of 
recreational facilities 

Troutt said the 8 to 10 acre parcel 
would be developed as a major park 
site, including ball diamonds, 
playground equipment and related 
recreational equipment 

In October the city announced a deal 
between it and the Romulus Civic 
League to relieve the league of a bur- 
densome recreation building 

The city agreed to take over mor- 
tgage payments of the building in ex- 
change for exclusive use of it. 
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Police contract study 
began Belleville's year 


When 1974 began in the 
Belleville community, city 
officials were forced to in- 
stitute a study of contract 
demands made by the Police 
Department, while handling 
the other chores of city 
government . 

The study was instituted in 
January, since if the con- 
tract had been approved by 
the city then, it would have 
prompted a request for an 
increased millage, ac- 
cording to Mayor Royce 
Smith 

However, by October the 
contract had been settled 
and the Belleville City 
Council for the first time 
ratified an employment 
contract with its police of- 
ficers. 

The new 2-year contract 
provided for a starting pay of 
$9,427 during the first three 
months, $9,777 after the first 
year and $10,327 after the 
third year of service, plus 
fringe benefits. 

And in December, the City 
of Belleville increased its 
police force personnel by 
three and ordered a new 
patrol car. 

The additional police of- 
ficers will join the present 6- 
man police force, following 
the completion of training 
sessions conducted by the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department Police Training 
Academy. 

In other governmental 
activities throughout the 
year, the city: 

—Approved bidding on the 
demolition of remaining 
buildings in the city’s urban 
renewal area in January. 
The site is located in the 
central business district of 
the community. It consists of 
63,347 square feet of space on 
the west side of Main Street 
between High and Roys 
streets. 

—Adopted an ordinance to 
regulate and licensing the 
distribution and operation of 
mechanical amusement 
devices, including pinball 
machines, in February. The 
ordinance was the city’s first 
initiated enforcement 
program to control such 
devices 

Took steps to reduce the 
city’s parking problems by 


ordering the removal of 
parking meters on streets 
and in the municipal parking 
lot in the downtown area. 
The meters were sold later 
at a public auction. 


—Reached an agreement 
in April on the city’s pur- 
chase of sewer line rights 
and capacity, settling the 
controversy surrounding a 
proposed 30-inch sewer line

The past 12 months were a 
period of growth for 
Romulus, which saw the 
start of construction of a new 
automotive parts plant, and 
similar projects. 

However, the success was 
marred by the city’s con- 
frontation with the Abby Inn. 

Romulus City Attorney 
William S. Munger in August 
began preparations to file an 
injunction suit in Wayne 
County Circuit Court to close 
down the motel on Merriman 
Road and 1-94. 

The suit was based on the 
grounds that the motel 
violates the city building and 
fire protection codes. 

Tlie attorney for Abbey 
Inn, however, said the motel 
was built “pursuant to the 
building code and is as good 
as any building in the city.” 

The inn is part of a 
nationwide chain of motels. 

By October the owner of 
the Abbey Inn faced con- 
tempt of court charges for 
allegedly violating a Wayne 
County Circuit Court order to 
have a fulltime seucirty 
guard present in the building 
from 11 p.m. to 7 a m. each 
day, while an injunction 
hearing involving the motel 
was in progress. 

In May Terry L. Troutt 
began his quest to persuade 
a new York developer to 
build a 4,000 seat convention- 
theater in the city. Although 
talks are ‘‘only in the 
preliminary stage,” Troutt 
said the New York 
developers have shown in- 
terest in the theater idea 
By June construction of a 
700,000 square-foot plus 
automotive parts facility in 
Romulus had begun 
The site is located on about 
100 acres of a 370-acre parcel 
owned by General Motors 
Corp. It will be located on 
Ecorse Road west of the C & 
O Railroad tracks. 

The facility represents an 
addition of from 1 ,300 to 1 ,500 
jobs in the employment 
market in the city, according 
to John Chihan Jr., Romulus 
industrial coordinator. 

The Metro Industrial 
Clinic, Inc., located on 
Middlebelt Road in Romulus 
also embarked on its third 
expansion program in 18 
months of its existence this 
year. 


their taxes, but rejecting the 
construction of a swimming 
pool. 

School district residents in 
April heard the first plans of 
officials to present a 
proposal for a swimming 
pool, estimated to cost $1.3 
million. 

The Board of Education 
approved the presentation of 
the proposed swimming pool 
question on the June election 
ballot. If approved, 34 mills 
would be assessed against all 
taxpayers for a 2-year period 
to finance the pool’s cost. 

Voters in June cast ballots 
on the question of the 
community swimming pool 
at the Romulus High School 
and choose from six can- 
didates seeking two seats on 
the Board of Education. 

The proposal had gained 
the support of Romulus 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt who 
backed the construction of a 
swimming pool at Romulus 
Senior High School because 
it would be available to the 
whole community. 

However, the swimming 
pool millage was rejected, 
but two school board in- 
cumbents Gerald Buddand 
Ronald Christensen re- 
elected to new terms. 

Property owners in the 
Romulus Community School 
District got a break on their 
winter school property tax 
bills in August. 

TTie Board of Education 
approved a winter tax levy of 
16 85 mills per $1,000 
assessed property valuation. 
The total school tax levy now 
stands at 33.70 mills The 
levy includes an operating 
millage of 1685 and 6.05 
mills for debt retirement 

Increases in the school 
district’s assessed property 
valuation resulted in a 
reduction of .5 mill or 50 
cents in the collection of the 
debt retirement portion of 
the levy 

In December voters found 


out that they will be asked to 
approved the renewal of a 9- 
mill school property tax levy 
in a special election 
scheduled for April 14, 1975. 

The levy was approved by 


the voters in 1970. It expires 
with the collection of the 1974 
school property taxes. 

The 9-mill renewal will 
mean $1,700,000 for school 
operation.

to end blight in city 


Romulus Mayor Terrv Troutt has 
declared a war against blight in the 
city, utilizing two ordinance officers to 
ward out eyesores in neighborhoods. 

More than 100 buildings should be 
tom down,” Troutt said, when he 
declared the “war” in January. “And 
many persons’ property should be 
cleaned in this effort. 

“I don't care who is friends with 
whom in this community, all citizens 
will keep their property clean.” 

By mid-February, city inspectors had 
completed a house-to-house survey of 
the community, notifying owners of 
property which should be cleaned up to 
avoid ticketing within 60 days. 

Scout volunteers were used to 
distribute letters from Troutt to every 
home in Romulus informing the owner 
to clean up or face court action by the 


city. Troutt said he would ticket 
violators of the cleanup ordinance, if 
warnings are not heeded People 
cooperating with the cleanup on the 
other hand, would be awarded stickers 
declaring their property was up to 
standards during the campaign 

A 40-student task force hit the streets 
the first week of April as part of the 
city’s month-long cleanup campaign. 
The students, all to be hired under the 
city school district cooperative em- 
ployment program, will be charged 
with cleaning up roadsides and ditches 
of refuse.

Along with the students effort, 
residents have been notified that city 
inspectors will be visiting their 
property within the next three weeks to 


see if they have taken heed of the “first 
warning" issued this week 

By May the spring cleaning efforts in 
Romulus became visible. Lawns were 
uncluttered, junk was stacked along 
roadsides awaiting removal and 
youngsters were working diligently 
along county roads to clean ditches. 

By May 8, City inspectors started 
ticketing homeowners with unsightly 
messes on their property for violation 
of the city’s beautification ordinance. 
The move is part of a “get tough" 
philosophy that had been threatened 
during the spring cleanup throughout 
the city. 

Romulus also took steps to eliminate 
some residents’ habits of discarding 
large pieces of rubbish along roads in 
the city. 


Walkout mars year 


TTiis year started off with a 
bang for students attending 
Romulus Senior High School 
who clashed with the Board 
of Education over the 
school’s restricted campus 
and smoking prohibition. 

In January students found 
they would continue to be 
restricted to campus during 
their free time of the school 
day and not have a 
designated smoking area. 
The Board of Education 
turned down the proposals, 
presented by student 
representatives. 

Miffed by the decision, 
students stayed away from 
school for one day on Jan. 15 
to demonstrate to the Board 
of Education and school 
administration their feelings 
about the denial of the 
proposals. 

The school reacted to the 2- 
day demonstration, issuing 
mass suspensions for those 
involved. 


A majority of students, 
however, were re-instated 
after a 2-day walkout. 

More than 80 per cent of 
the 1,100 students walk'ed out 
in protest of the Board of 
Education’s failure to a 
request of the student 
council representatives to 
proposals permitting 
students to play a more 
active role in decision- 
making at the high schooll. 

In November parents of 
several Romulus High 
School students appeared 
before the board to protest 
mimeographed poetry 
handouts they called in- 
decent and inappropriate for 
study. 

The school board 

suspended an English 
teacher pending a hearing 
under the Michigan’s 
Teacher Tenure Act as the 
results of complaints. 

The teacher, Dollie 


Havard of Romulus, was 
suspended with pay at a 
spacial meeting.

for little man

For awhile you almost believed it 
when they said they were for the little 
man. 

Let’s see! There was Gov. Milliken; 
House Speaker William A. Ryan (D- 
Detroit); Sen. Joseph S. Mack (D- 
Ironwood); Rep. Dominic J. Jacobetti 
(D-Negaunee); House Conservation 
Chairman Warren N. Goemaere (D- 
Roseville) and others. 

They all said it. 

They emphasized that they were 
representatives of all the people— rich 
and poor, influential and not so in- 
fluential— and some of them made 
special emphasis that they were for the 
little man, the person without money 
and clout. 

That’s why the above gentlemen were 
believed when they said that if the state 
puts commercial fishermen, who use 
gill nets, out of business, they should be 
compensated from the public treasury. 

The gill nets, made out of a mono- 


filament nylon line, according to 
Department of Natural Resource 
(DNR) fish experts, were destroying 
planted lake trout before they had a 
chance to reproduce. 

As a result sport fishing in Michigan 
was being put in jeopardy, DNR fish 
experts said. 

The natural thing to do would be to 
ban the gill nets, and after a lengthy 
controversey the DNR did just that. 

When DNR fish biologists recom- 
mended that gill netters, who were 
forced to another type of fishing gear, 
or forced out of the business, should be 
compensated there was a procession of 
State House politicians who said: 
“Right on. We’re all for it.” 

In front of God, the world, and a 
bunch of reporters, Gov. Milliken said, 
with a most sincere look and voice: 

“I strongly support compensation for 
the fishermen who would be put out of 
work as the result of orders and policy 
decisions by the DNR. 


to be 

I don’t dispute the findings of the 
DNR ... but I think it is in the interest 
of fairness, essential that, because 
orders will have that kind of an effect, 
that individuals who have spent their 


entire life in an industry of that nature, 
that they be compensated for this 
sudden disruption in their ability to 
earn a livelihood.” 

Everybody felt sorry for the com- 


mercial fishermen, less than a 100, who 
would be displaced, but when the 
Legislature approved $1.5 million in 
compensation, they felt that the 
fishermen would, at least, receive some 
financial solace. 

Well, that’s changed! 

Voters, last November, decided to 
and as a result the Legislature had to 
trim $80 million from the budget to 
makeup for the lost revenue. 

To accomplish this, Milliken drafted 
an executive order which described the 
items to be cut, and right there on page 
seven is the previously approved $1.5 
million for the commercial fishermen 
compensation. 

Milliken said, let’s cut it. The House 
Appropriations Committee said, okay, 
and the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee is expected to follow suit. 

Meanwhile, the DNR rules which 
prohibit the use of gill nets are in force, 
leaving 60 commercial fishing with a 


boat, a bunch of gill nets, and other 
gear which they cannot use. 

Response about the plight of this 
small group of men, many of whom live 
in the Upper Peninsula, on the north 
shore of Lake Michigan, has been zip, 
nothing; there’s been a complete 
silence. 

Lawmakers, who were vocal when 
the DNR’s gill net rules were being 
discussed, for some reason have failed 
to react to the situation 

When the gill net rules, which were 
supposed to be a big boost for future 
sports fishing, appeared to be in 
jeopardy, each of the gentlemen 
mentioned earlier promised that the 
compensation would get their personal 
attention. 

Now, when the monev is about to be 
appropriated for some other purpose, 
there’s a deafening silence.

Republican election defeat

The enormity of the defeat 
Republicans suffered in the November 
election becomes more stark as the 
compilation proceeds of races other 
than the major ones in each state. 

It was known a couple of days after 
the election that Republicans had lost 
droves of Congressional seats and had 
won six of the 35 gubernatorial races. 
Two of those wins were by paper-thin 
margins. 

But a complete list of results in all 
states shows this startling fact: 
Republicans control both Houses of the 
State Legislature and the governorship 
in only one state. That state is Kansas, 
where Senate President Robert F. 


Bennett was elected governor while the 
GOP kept control of both Houses. 

In only four of the 50 states do 
Republicans control both Houses of the 
Legislature— Idaho, North Dakota and 
Vermont in addition to Kansas. 

By contrast 26 states have 
Democratic governors and Democratic 
legislatures and 10 others have 
Democrats controlling both Houses of 
the Legislature. 

It becomes crystal clear that the 
Democratic sweep was a deep rooted 
affair, touching every comer of the 
country. When a state such as Iowa, 
which normally has Republicans in a 2- 


1 situation in the Legislature, has 
Democrats controlling both Houses, it 
can’t be blamed on eastern liberals or 
on labor unions. 

If there is a bright spot for the GOP it 
is only that things have to improve. 
They surely can’t get any worse. 

But the election returns from state 
and local levels mean more than 
Democratic control over the next two 
years. They mean it will take a while to 
recover. 

Legislatures and other smaller units 
traditionally are the training ground, 
the ‘‘farm clubs,” for larger govern- 
ment offices. Lawmakers in these posts 
get a chance to show their skills and 


develop themselves before trying for 
bigger and better things. 

Any baseball fan knows what hap- 
pens to a team whose farm system 
deteriorates— it is bound for a string of 
losing seasons until things can be 
reversed. And when you are talking 
about developing skills and seasoning 
ballplayers or politicians, it isn't an 
overnight thing. 

So the overwhelming Democratic 
control of legislatures and gover- 
norships across the country means the 
Republican farm system is pretty 
sparsely populated 

To be sure, there are some highly 


capable Republicans in the Michigan 
Legislature. And there surely are some 
in other state legislatures. But to be a 
member of a minority party is to be in a 
position to never be able to call the 
shots, to decide what will happen. It 
becomes a matter of trying to come up 
with reasonable alternatives and trying 
to have some impact on what the 
majority does. 

The publicity goes to the speaker of 
the House, the majority leader of the 
Senate, committee chairmen and 
others in a position to control events. 
Only a little of the bright lights catch 
the members of the minority party. 

Republican lawmakers are helped in 


Lansing by the fact they have a 
Republican governor. That means they 
have some clout with the front office 
and will be able to garner some at- 
tention that wouldn’t come their way 
otherwise. 

For GOP lawmakers in the 2C states 
with Democratic governors and 
Democratic legislatures it is going to be 
a cold, lonely experience for the coming 
term. 

The odds for the near future then, are 
weighted for the Democrats Until 
Republicans can restock their farm 
system in future elections they must 
wait and hope.

So watch what happens to Brennan. 
Watch particularly to see whether he is 
succeeded by a Rockefeller appointee 
from New York. 

If that happens, it will mean that 
Rockefeller has been given not only a 
voice in appointments and in shaping 
domestic strategy but in getting things 
in order for 1976. 

Those victorious Rockefeller years in 
New York, in which the Republican 
Party had the support of organized 
labor, maddened the Republican 
Party’s conservative wing. 

The Labor Department is the first 
place to look Treasury is the second. If 
Secretary William Simon stays on the 
job, it will provide proof that 
Rockefeller will not play an important 
domestic role. In sophistication, ex- 
perience, education and philosophy, 
Rockefeller and Simon are as unalike 


as two men accustomed to dealing with 
large figures can be.

Middle man holds the price line up

First they told us it was the Arabs 
who raised the price of oil, and we had 
no choice but to pay them. Then it 
turned out the American companies 
peddling the oil were making huge new 
profits in the process. 

Then they told us it was farmers' 
costs which increased the cost of beef. 
The farmers actually were going broke, 
they said. Then it turned out the meat 
processors were raking in profits 
similar to those of the oil companies 
Next it was sugar. A shortage, they 
said. The farmer really was doing 
worse than usual, not better, even as 
prices zoomed. But, of course, true to 
the pattern, the sugar companies began 
posting huge new- profits 
Are we alw ays being ripped off by the 
middle man? 

» It certainly would seem so. At the 
farm they are struggling and at the 
checkout counter they are struggling, 
yet in between everything comes up 
roses. 

There would appear to be two reasons 
for this. 

First, the middle man who is faced 
with a dollar increase in his costs 
decides to pass it on to the consumer, 
and, as long as he’s at it, he might as 
well make a little extra so he adds a 
buck and a half instead of just a buck to 
the price 


Second, the middle man no longer 
cuts his prices. Time was, when things 
were booming, he'd hike the price, but 


when things got tight he would lower 
the price to keep on selling at the same 
volume 


Now he works differently. When 
things are booming, the prices go up as 
before. But when things get tight, he 
tries to hold the price line. He cuts his 
expenses instead of his price. Cutting 
his expenses simply means lopping a 
few heads off the payroll. He’ll sell less 
but he’ll also spend less, and so he 
maintains his profit level. 

Why this change from the classic 
American way of worrying more about 
volume of sales than price per item? 

Some say that the businessman today 
is much more conservative. He doesn’t 
have any real faith in the future. He’s 
been through too many ups and downs, 
and he especially is suspicious of the 
government and what it might do. So he 
hangs on to today’s profit and never 
gambles on tomorrow’s. 

This is a pretty sound theory, and a 
worrisome one. It undermines what 
belief we have in the law of supply and 
demand 

It thus seems to cry for wage and 
price controls. If the natural laws won’t 
hold down prices, then man-made laws 
must do so And do so, we might add, on 
a permanent basis, not on the basis of 
only until inflation subsides. 

That’s not the happiest prospect in 
the world Our last experience with 
wage and price controls was hardly a 
roaring success. But it may be the only 
way out of the mess we’re in, the leas* 
of many evils.

Background 

City of Romulus is applying for a Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant from the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD). The primary objective 
of this program is “the development of viable urban 
communities, including decent housing and a suitable 
living environment and expanding economic op- 
portunities, principally for persons of low and moderate 
income.” The program consolidates several previous 
HUD programs, and is directed toward such objectives 
as: 

—elimination of slums and blight. 

—elimination of health safety, and welfare hazards, 
—conservation of housing. 

—more housing. 

—expansion and improvement of community services, 
—a more rational utilization of land and other natural 
resources. 

—delocalizing income groups. 

—restoration and preservation of historic properties. 
To meet these objectives, certain activities are allowed 
Some examples are: 

—property acquisition. 

—certain public works & facilities projects, 
—rehabilitation projects. 

—preparing comprehensive community development 
plans. 

Some activities are not allowed. For example, facilities 
for which the funds cannot be used include 
—government offices (including courthouses), 
—stadiums and sports arenas. 

—schools. 

—transportation depots. 

—hospitals, and nursing homes. 

Public Hearings 

Prior to submission of an application, the City is required 
by the Federal law governing this program to have: 

(1) “Provided citizens with adequate information 
concerning the amount of funds available..., the range of 
activities that may be undertaken, and other important 
program requirements.”

Tax opposition opened year 


A busy year for Van Buren 
Township began in January 
when the township trustees 
opposed a 1-mill tax levy to 
finance a $13.5 million “war 
on crime” in Wayne County. 
The County Board of 
Commissioners proposed the 
tax assessment. 

Also in January, township 
officials began study on the 
removal of the old Haggerty 
Road bridge. The bridge, 
closed to pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic, later was 
replaced by a new bridge 150 
yards to the west. Residents 
had called the old bridge a 
hazard to the safety and 
welfare of area youngsters. 

TTie same month saw Van 
Buren Township officials 
initiate a move to procure 
better relationships and 


improved communication 
with officials of the City of 
Belleville by holding a series 
of joint sessions where those 
attending ‘‘could speak their 
minds” and offer 
suggestions. 

Charging false advertising 
and poor construction, 
several residents of the 40- 
unit Lakepoint Village con- 
dominium complex in Van 
Buren Township in February 
initiated a lawsuit against 
builder Shelter Systems Inc., 
operated by Lester Taub- 
man. 

Also in February, federal 
and local law enforcement 
officials began investigation 
of vandalism in three vacant 
houses in Van Buren Estates 
Subdivision. The homes had 
been repossessed by HUD. 


Other events in 1974 were: 

—Van Buren Township’s 
approval in May of the 
purchase of a ‘‘tele-squirt,” 
new fire fighting equipment 
for an existing fire truck - , at 
a cost of $27,500. 

The tele-squirt enables 
firemen to control a water 
nozzle either from the top of 
the truck or from the ground 
and direct a heavy flow of 
water on a fire from a height 
of 50 feet. 

—The men of Van Buren 
Township Fire Department 
No. 2 treating 600 area 
children to the department’s 
annual Halloween Party at 
the fire station. 

—'Hie adoption in June of a 
joint Canton-Van Buren 
Water and Sewage Disposal 
Authority, to allow the

Bids remain available 
on urban renewal site 


Developers, interested in 
purchasing Belleville’s 
urban renewal site, still have 
a chance to submit bid 
proposals on the land parcel. 

Urban Renewal Director 
Henry Graper in a 
development progress report 
said two of five individuals 
who initially expressed in- 
terest in submitting a 
proposal for the site’s pur- 
chase are in the process of 
finalizing plans. 

The city’s urban renewal 
site, located in the downtown 
area, consists of ap- 
proximately 65,000 square 
feet of space for commercial 
development. 

The two interested bid- 
ders are the National Bank 
of Detroit and Edward 
Kuzel, a Belleville Builder. 

The NBD is planning a 
bank branch on the site. 
Kuzel hopes to construct a 
store facility and lease it. 

The purchase price for the 
1. 5-acre land parcel on the 
west side of Main Street 
between High and Roys 
streets will be based on its 
appraised valuation, a price 
set by independent ap- 
praisers. 


Once the sale of of the 
property is approved by the 
Belleville City Council and 
the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), all 
phases of contruction by the 
successful bidder will have 
to be approved by the 
council, giving it full control 
until the project is completed 
to its satisfaction, Graper 
said. 


Belleville’s urban renewal 
program was initiated in 
April 1971. Of the $500,000 
earmarked for the project, 
the city will pay 25 per cent 
of the cost and the federal 
government will pay 75 per 
cent. 

The sale price, based on 
the appraisal, is reported to 
be in the neighborhood of 
$ 100 , 000 .
